US PROPOSAL COMITE REPORT TO GA IT FOUND SA CREDENTIALS IN ORDER 
WAS APPROVED 5(GREECE, IAPAN, NICARAGUA, US, URUGUAY) -4-0, 

FOLLOWING DEFEAT 4ICHINA, SENEGAL, USSR, TANZANIA)-5-0 OF 
TANZANIAN PROPOSAL TO REJECT SA CREDENTIALS. TANZANIAN REP 
STATED AMENDMENT TO COMITE S REPORT WOULD BE SUBMITTED TO GA. 

SYG HAD REPORTED TO COMITE THAT SA CREDENTIALS SIGNED BY 
MINISTRY OF FONAFF AND "IN OPINION OF SYG, THEY ARE IN ORDER." 

GIAMBRUNO (URUGUAY) UNANIMOUSLY ELECTED CHAIRMAN. 

AT OUTSET, FALL (SENEGAL), SAID MATTER WAS NOT EXPULSION BUT 
CREDENTIALS AND REPRESENTATION, AND HE ARGUED SA CREDENTIALS 
PRESENTED BY UNREPRESENTATIVE MINORITY. SALIM (TANZANIA) 

PROPOSED REJECTING SA CREDENTIALS, AND WAS SUPPORTED BY USSR AND 
CHINA (WILL EXPRESS VIEWS ON CREDENTIALS OF "LON NOL REGIME” 

LATER). 

SCHAUFELE MADE CLEAR US DETESTATION OF SAG'S APARTHEID POLICY, 

BUT STATED ONLY TASK BEFORE COMITE WAS TO DECIDE WHETHER 
CREDENTIALS SUBMITTED WERE IN LINE WITH RULES OF PROCEDURE. 

HE BELIEVED SA'S WERE AND PROPOSED ACCEPTANCE OF THEM. US VIEWS 
AND PROPOSAL SUPPORTED BY GREECE, JAPAN, NICARAGUA AND 
URUGUAY. SAFRONCHUK (USSR) ASSERTED SYG WENT IN EXCESS OF HIS 
POWERS IN PRESENTING OHINION SA CREDENTIALS IN ORDER AND COMITE 
SHOULD DECIDE THEIR CORRECTNESS FROM POLITICAL VIEW. FALL 
DECLARED COMITE NOT EQUAL TO ITS TASK AND, IN FUTURE, 

AFRICAN MEMBERS WOULD QUESTION COMITE'S MEMBERSHIP. WHICH WAS 
ALWAYS FIVE IN FAVOR OF SA AND FOUR AGAINST. US PROPOSAL, HE 
CONTENDED, WAS CONTRARY TO PREVIOUS GA DECISIONS. 

GA PLENARY - SOUTH AFRICAN CREDENTIALS CHALLENGED, 

ADDRESS BY ZAIRE PRESIDENT 

GA OCT. 4, BY VOTE OF 80-26-3, SUSPENDED GENERAL DEBATE 
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PENDING MEETING OF CREDENTIALS COMITE, FOLLOWING PROPOSAL 
BY AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN (MAURITIUS) THAT SOUTH AFRICAN REP 
NOT BE PERMITTED TO SPEAK. GA RECONVENED IN AFTERNOON TO HEAR 
ZAIRE PRES MOBUTU AND AFTER MORE THAN TWO-HOUR RECESS PRES STATED 
CONSULTATIONS CONTINUING AND HE ADJOURNED MEETING AT6:40 UNTIL 
10:30 A.M. OCT. 5. ZAIRE PRES GAVE HIGHLY IMPASSIONED SPEECH, 

MAJOR HIGHLIGHT OF WHICH WAS ANNOUNCEMENT ZAIRE BREAKING RELATIONS 
WITH ISRAEL. HE ADVOCATED UN MEMBERSHIP FOR GUINEA (B), AND 
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CALLED FOR: RICH NATIONS TO CANCEL DEBTS OF SAHELIAN NATIONS; 

GA RES ASKING 

RICH COUNTRIES POSSESSING AFRICAN WORKS OF ART 

TO RETURN THEM TO HOMELAND; AFRICAN AS PERM SC MEMBER; AND 

COMPLETE CHARTER REVISION. 

IMMEDIATELY AFTER GA PRES BENITES (ECUADOR) RECOGNIZED SA FONMIN 
AS FIRST GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKER, REPS OF MAURITIUS, SENEGAL 
AND TANZANIA, ON POINTS OF ORDER, ARGUED GA RESES 2636(XXV), 

2862 (XXVI) AND 2948(XXVII) STIPULATED CREDENTIALS OF SAG NOT 
APPROVED AND THEY CALLED ON GA TO IMPLEMENT OWN RESES AND 
FOR SUSPENSION OF MEETING UNTIL CREDENTIALS COMITE MET. PRES 
READ STATEMENTS OF PREVIOUS GA PRESIDENTS INDICATING GA RESES 
NOT USED IN THIS SITUATION. SAUDI ARABIA CAUTIONED AGAINST 
HASTY ACTION AND NOTED CREDENTIALS COMITE COULD ONLY VERIFY 
AUTHENTICITY OF SIGNATURES. SOMALIA FORMALLY PROPOSED SUSPENDING 
MEETING, AND, DESPITE SA ATTEMPT TO INTERRUPT, PRES ON BASIS RULE 
78 PUT MOTION TO VOTE. 

THOSE VOTING AGAINST SUSPENDING DEBATE WERE: AUSTRALIA, 

AUSTRIA, BELGIUM, CANADA, DENMARK, FINLAND, FRANCE, FRG, 

GREECE, ICELAND, IRELAND, ISRAEL, ITALY, JAPAN, LUXEMBOURG, 

MALAWI, NETHERLANDS, NZ, NICARAGUA, NORWAY, PARAGUAY, PORTUGAL, 
SA, SWEDEN, UK AND US. ABSTENTIONS WERE: BRAZIL, FIJI AND 
URUGUAY. FOLLOWING ABSENT: BAHAMAS, BARBADOS, BHUTAN, BOLIVIA, 
BOTSWANA, CAR, CHAD, CHILE, DR, ECUADOR, GUATEMALA, KHMER 
REPUBLIC, LEBANON, LESOTHO, MALDIVES, MEXICO, MONGOLIA, NEPAL, 
PANAMA, PHILIPPINES, POLAND, SPAIN, SRI LANKA, SWAZILAND, 

THAILAND AND T/T. 
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WITH APPLAUSE AT ALMOST EVERY TURN AND STANDING OVATION AT END, 
PRESIDENT MOBUTU GAVE HIGHLY IMPASSIONED GENERAL DEBATE 
STATEMENT, A MAJOR HIGHLIGHT OF WHICH WAS HIS ANNOUNCEMENT THAT 
ZAIRE IS BREAKING RELATIONSHIP WITH ISRAEL. HE CONCENTRATED 
ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY ON AFRICAN QUESTIONS. TRACING HIS COUNTRY'S 
HISTORY, HE SAID COLONIAL POLICIES HAD LEFT IT UNPREPARED 
TO GAIN INDEPENDENCE AND THEREFORE 1960-1965 WERE YEARS OF 
ANARCHY. HE THANKED UN-MAKING PASSING REFERENCE TO STATES WHO 
REFUSED TO PARTICIPATE-FOR UN'S CONGO ROLE. HE DISCUSSED AT 
LENGTH GOALS OF "COLONIAL COUNTRIES" WHICH, HE SAID, WERE TO 
EXPLOIT, BRUTALIZE AND RAVAGE AFRICAN PEOPLES. DESPITE 
COLONIAL EFFORTS, AND ALTHOUGH COUNTRIES WERE UNPREPARED, HE 
SAID, SPIRIT OF FREEDOM IN AFRICA EXPLODED IN 1960S. HIS 
COUNTRY HAS PROGRESSED ON POLICY OF "AUTHENTICITY" WHICH MEANS 
SELF-RELIANCE, PRIDE IN OWN WORK, RESPECT FOR OTHERS, AND 
WHICH IS USEFUL BASIS FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. 

TURNING TO SPECIFIC QUESTION ON AFRICAN CONTINENT WHERE 
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"RACISM AND COLONIALISM" STILL EXIST, MOBUTU CONDEMNED PORTUGUESE 
ACTIVITIES IN TERRITORIES AND IN INDIRECT REFERENCE TO NATO POWERS, 

SAID PORTUGAL WAS UPHELD BY OTHERS. TO APPLAUSE, HE CHARACTERIZED 
PORTUGAL AS UNDERDEVELOPED COUNTRY WITH HIGHEST RATE OF ILLITERACY 
IN EUROPE. HE CONDEMNED UK FOR CONTINUED RHODESIAN PROBLEM AND 
ASKED RHODESIAN POPULATION TO RISE AGAINST BRITISH COLONIALISTS 
AS OTHER FORMER UK COLONIES DID. HE CONDEMNED SA AND SAID NAMIBIA 
IS BEING "BALKANIZED". HE CALLED FOR AFRICAN SOLIDARITY AGAINST 
COLONIALISM, RESPECT FOR ALREADY EXISTING STATEMENTS LIKE 
LUSAKA MANIFESTO AND CURRENT WORK BY AFRICAN LEADERS, CITING 
TANZANIA'S NYERERE AND ZAMBIA'S KAUNDA. HE ANNOUNCED ZAIRE 
IS MOBILIZED TO FIGHT REMAINING COLONIALISM AND STANDS READY 
TO GIVE FULL ASSISTANCE TO NEIGHBORS. TO APPLAUSE, HE SUPPORTED 
GUINEA (B) INDEPENDENCE AND ADVOCATED UN MEMBERSHIP. 

TURNING TO ME, MOBUTU CHARACTERIZED SITUATION AS "FEAR" FOR 
ISRAEL, "DESPAIR" FOR PALESTINIAN REFUGEES AND "HUMILIATION" 

FOR ARABS. HE SAID ALL COUNTRIES SAY THEY SUPPORT RES 242 
BUT EACH HAS OWN INTERPRETATION AND NOBODY IMPLEMENTS IT. 

ISRAEL, HE SAID, SHOULD LIVE AS SOVEREIGN STATE BUT SHOULD 
SETTLE REFUGEE PROBLEM, AND HE REAFFIRMED HIS GOVERNMENTS 
CONDEMNATION OF TERRITORIAL OCCUPATION. IN DRAMATIC MOVE, 
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MOBUTU SAID RECENT VISIT OF SOUTH AFRICAN FOREIGN SECRETARY 
HILLGARD MULLER TO ISRAEL SPARKED ZAIRE CHOICE BETWEEN ISRAEL 
"FRIEND" AND EGYPT "BROTHER" AND ZAIRE IS BREAKING RELATIONS WITH 
ISRAEL. TURNING BRIEFLY TO SEA, HE PRAISED US FOR REALIZING IT 
COULD NOT WIN MILITARY VICTORY IN VIETNAM, AND EXPRESSED HOPE 
PEACE IN LAOS AND CAMBODIA WOULD SOON BE RESTORED. ON KOREA, 

HE SAID ZAIRE HAS FRIENDLY RELATIONS WITH BOTH NORTH/SOUTH AND 
UN SHOULD NOT TAKE ANY DECISION WHICH WOULD WIDEN GAP BETWEEN 
THEM AND THEIR EFFORTS TOWARD UNIFICATION. HE PROPOSED THAT 
THEY REMAIN AS OBSERVERS AND LATER, IF THEY CHOOSE, ENTER UN 
AS ONE STATE OR AS TWO IF THEY DO NOT REACH AGREEMENT. 

TURNING TO ECONOMIC SPHERE, MOBUTU DENIGRATED TERM "THIRD 
WORLD" AND "DEVELOPING WORLD" WHICH HAVE NEGATIVE, CONDES- 
CENDING CONNOTATIONS AND MADE LENGTHY PORTRAYAL OF "BACK- 
WARDNESS" IN SO-CALLED DEVELOPED WORLD, CITING HIGH CRIME RATE, 
STRIKES, CIVIL STRIFE IN US. MOBUTU SAID REAL DISTINCTION IN 
WORLD IS BETWEEN DOMINATED AND DOMINATORS, EXPLOITED AND 
EXPLOITERS. POOR COUNTRIES ARE POOR BECAUSE OF COLONIAL 
POLICIES, NOT NATURAL INCOMPETENCE. CHARACTERIZING MAJOR POWER 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS AS ENABLING RICH COUNTRIES TO GET RICHER, 

HE PRAISED PRC WHICH GIVES ASSISTANCE THAT ALLOWS MONIES TO 
REMAIN IN RECIPIENT COUNTRY. PROVIDES PERSONNEL THAT LIVES WITH 
INDIGENOUS POPULATION AND GRANTS LONG-TERM INTEREST-FREE 
LOANS. HE SAID ASSISTANCE CANNOT HUMILIATE AND IN SPEAKING 
OF SAHELIAN DROUGHT COUNTRIES. PROPOSED THAT GA CALL ON RICH 
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NATIONS TO CANCEL DEBTS SAHELIAN NATIONS OWED WHICH WOULD 
BE PRACTICAL ASSISTANCE. IN ADDITION, HE ASKED GA TO PASS RES 
ASKING RICH COUNTRIES WHO POSSES AFRICAN WORKS OF ART TO RETURN 
THEM TO HOMELAND. IN QUICK REFERENCE TO DISARMAMENT, HE CONDEMNED 
ALL NUCLEAR TESTING. HE PROPOSED THAT GA SPONSOR STUDY ON POLLU- 
TION AND WAYS TO FIGHT IT, WITH RICH PAYING FOR STUDY SINCE THEY 
ARE WORST OFFENDERS.

IN FINAL MINUTES, MOBUTU CALLED FOR AFRICAN SOLIDARITY 
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AND COOPERATION. IF THEY WERE UNITED THERE WOULD BE NO COLON- 
IALISM. HE CITED AGRICULTURAL GROWTH OF SAME PRODUCTS AND 
THUS COMPETITION IN SAME MARKETS AS ONE PROBLEM DIVIDING AFRICA. 
NATIONS CAN BENEFIT FROM MISTAKES OF RICHER NATIONS. 

IN CONCLUSION, HE ASKED GA TO INCLUDE AFRICAN COUNTRY AS 
PERMANENT MEMBER OF SC, CALLING FOR COMPLETE REVISION OF CHARTER 
WHICH WOULD, IN TURN, TAKE CHANGES IN WORLD, JUSTICE AND LOGIC 
INTO ACCOUNT. (REPEATED INFO KINSHASA)

IRAN SAID ANACHRONISTIC HABITS GUIDING STATES ANOTHER REASON

PROGRAM BUDGET SECT. 21 (POLICY MAKING ORGANS - EQUAL 
RIGHTS AND SELF-DETERMINATION OF PEOPLES) APPROVED 65-0-0. GENERAL 
DEBATE STATEMENTS MADE BY REPS ARGENTINA, PHILIPPINES AND 
ALGERIA. DEBATE TO CONTINUE OCT. 5 AND ALSO FIRST READING 
OF PROPOSED BUDGET BEGINNING WITH NAMIBIA COUNCIL AND COMMISSIONER. 
SPEAKERS FAVORING HIGHER FIGURE FOR SECT. 22 STRESSED IMPORTANCE 
OF PROVIDING ADEQUATE STAFF FOR UN DECOLONIZATION EFFORTS

AUSTRALIA’S MOTION, SUPPORTED BY NZ AND OPPOSED BY ALGERIA 
AND GHANA, TO POSTPONE VOTE OVERNIGHT, REJECTED 23-39-6. 

PRAT GAY (ARGENTINA) PRAISED NEW FORM OF PROGRAM BUDGET 
PRESENTATION, EMPHASIZED COMITE SHOULD CONCENTRATE ON GREATER 
SELECTIVITY RATHER THAN PROGRAM REDUCTION. SPEAKING OF EFFECTS 
OF INFLATION AND DOLLAR DEVALUATION, HE SUPPORTED CUBAN 
SUGGESTION TO SET UP COMITE TO STUDY POSSIBLE SOLUTIONS AND 
VENTURED POSSIBILITY OF INTRODUCING ASSESSMENTS IN THREE 
CURRENCIES (US DOLLARS, SWISS FRANCS, AUSTRIAN SHILLINGS). HE 
SAID PENSIONARIES SHOULD NOT BECOME VICTIMS OF INFLATION. WHILE 
UN ACTIVITIES IN GENERAL SHOULD INCREASE, THEY SHOULD ALWAYS 
BE FULLY CONTROLLED, HE CONCLUDED. 

JIMENEZ (PHILIPPINES) PRAISED CONCEPT OF PROGRAM BUDGET BUT 
NOTED ULTIMATE RESPONSIBILITY FOR DRAFTING AND IMPLEMENTATION 
LAY WITH SECRETARIAT, WHICH "IS WEAK." HE CRITIZED MEDIUM-TERM 
PLAN FOR ITS LACK OF VISION: HOPED ANY FUTURE MONETARY 
REFORM TAKE FULL ACCOUNT OF LDC PROBLEMS; SUPPORTED FULL 
SUPPLEMENTARY APPROPRIATION TO COVER BOTH EFFECTS OF DOLLAR 
DEVALUATION AND INFLATION; AND COMMENTED UN WOULD HAVE TO 
OPERATE ON "ADJUSTMENT BASIS." HE HOPED SYG WOULD IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS AMS WOULD MAKE ON MANPOWER UTILIZATION STUDY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IT WAS MAKING OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIEAL AFFAIRS DEPT. NOTING GA 
HAS AUTHORITY TO APPORTION EXPENDITURES, JIMENEZ SAID DUE 
RESPECT SHOULD BE PAID TO AMS RECOMMENDATIONS. COMPLEMENTING JAPAN 
AND UAE FOR THEIR VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS, HE CALLED ON OTHER 
STATES TO HELP RESOLVE UN'S FINANCIAL PROBLEMS.

THERE WAS NO OBJECTION IN COMITE OCT. 4 TO STEPS OUTLINED 
BY CHAIRMAN FOR DISCUSSION OF CONVENTION ON PROTECTION OF 
DIPLOMATS, INCLUDING FORMATION OF 15-MEMBER DRAFTING 
COMITE. DECISION WAS POSTPONED ON SWITZERLAND'S REQUEST TO 
PARTICIPATE WITHOUT VOTE IN PREPARATION OF CONVENTION. ILC 
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CHAIRMAN SPOKE, AND OCT. 10 WAS RESERVED FOR DISCUSSION OF 
RES ON ILC REPORT. 

ILC CHAIRMAN CASTANEDA SUMMARIZED COMITE DEBATE ON ILC 
REPORT. SAID ILC WILL SEEK SOLUTION TO EARLIER PRODUCTION 
OF REPORT. DECISION BETWEEN PROCEEDING WITH CODIFICATION IN 
NARROW SENSE AND EMPASIZING PROGRESSIVE DEVELOPMENT BASED ON ILC
